The New Year this 
year 
of 
1949, W eatherly speaking, started 
off w ith a great big plop!’ Ac­ 
cording to the W eather Bureau 
this January was the warmest, 
w ettest and least snowy on rec­ 
ord. 
We had plenty of “m iser­ 
able’ days which made the clear 
days so much more appreciated. 
Wet, mild, open w inter days 
like this make for poor birding. 
The birds just do not seem to 
be there, although they are prob­ 
ably around in usual num bers 
but spread out pretty thin. 
It 
takes heavy snows and cold w ea­ 
ther to cause them to flock. 
Up 
until January 5 the w eather here 
was rainy and foggy. 
The west 
experienced a severe snow fall, 
and Arkansas a tornado. 
This 
finally reached here with tem ­ 
peratures falling into the 
20’s 
and strong, cold, southerly winds. 
It was not until then that I saw 
my first flocks of horned larks. 
Again on the 19th when 
the 
therm om eter had dropped to be 
low zero, I saw another flock of 
about fifty horned 
larks 
and 
twelve Lapland longspurs — the 
only ones I saw all w inter. 
On the spring-like morning of 
January 8, I w ent into the cen­ 
sus arca for my first 
w inter 
census. Found that the tags from 
last year m arking the area into 
acre squares needed to be re­ 
placed. 
W eather and squirrels 
had taken their toll. It seems as 
though the 
squirrels 
resentec 
having tags tacked on certain of 
the trees and tore them off thor­ 
oughly right up to the tack head. 
Being an intruder in their do­ 
main and in deference to their 
custom, I replaced the tags by 
hanging them on twigs. It being 
the sort of unseasonable day it 
was, I saw very few* birds. 
In 
fact the whole w inter census log­ 
ged very few' birds; 
but 
the 
squirrels did not bother my tags 
any more.

I did find evidence that

crows had shifted their w inter 
roost into the census area.

the fall, and northern nesting 
31ids come down here to spend 
he w inter congregating in large 
flocks. 
In fact some folks who 
ive up north of us look for the 
return of the crows as the first 
sign of spring. 
On January 12th I had an op­ 
portunity to observe the flocking 
of crows for the night. 
About 
4:45 in the evening, I drove into 
the Elk Grove Forest Preserve 
lay the elk pasture. 
A 
dozen 
crows were flying south to what 
I supposed was their gathering 
place as is their 
wont. 
After 
about fifteen m inutes or so, the 
sun having gone down in a clear 
sky, they started to come in from 
the southeast and in back of me. 
When they saw me, the flock, 
which flew in a long stream like 
a river, split and flew toward 
their old roosting place. I count­ 
ed the first hundred in the left 
hand stream and then gave up 
as they were coming so fast 
I j 
could not count them in the two 
stream s at once. The crows gath­ 
ered in a boiling flock over the 
old roost, and then moved on a 
bit farther west where they set­ 
tled down. 
After about five m inutes or so 
w/th n|iL*a crow i/i the sky and 
all cawing stilled, they suddenly 
all boiled up in a swarm and 
moved back my 
way. 
There 
inu.vt have been between five and 
six hundred of them . They then 
flew back southeast across Hig­ 
gins road. 
I drove down to the 
south end of the preserve 
and 
found them settling in the trees 
east of the road and the picnic 
shelter area. 
It was quite dark 
about this tim e except 
for 
a 
bright nearly full moon arising 
in the northeast. 
Again 
they 
rose up and flew northw est over 
the marsh where they swarmed 
around in an indecisive fashion 
as though they knew’ not w he­ 
ther to fly northw est or south­ 
east. It was by now so dark that 
it was w ith difficulty 
that 
I 
could see them, and so I left 
for home with them still flying 
in the moonlight.
